URIED IN RUINS

PHraApELput1A, February 10.—The exten- 
sive establishment of James Wyeth & Bro., 
manufacturing chemists, at Nos. 1,412, 1,414 
and 1,416 Walnut street. was completely de- 
Stroyed by fire to-day. The building was com- 
pletely gutted and th loss will be between 
2200.000 and $500,000; nearly ccyered by insu- 
rance. The fire created the “greatest excite- 
mentinthe neighborhood. Families hastily 
packed up the mo®t valuahie possessions and 
moved to safe quarters. Guests of the itotel 
Stratford were alarmed and many of them 
moved ont, 

The firm of Wreth & Bro. occupied the 
whole of the large marble: front building at 
Nos. 1,412 and 1,414 Wainut street, except the 
front part of the ground floor, which was leas- 
ed by Frank E. Morgan, who conducted a re- 
tail drug store. The brown stone front build- 
ing, No. 1,416, was also occupied by Wyeth, 
the ground floor being used as an extension of 
the sales room. Offices were on the second 
floor of all these buildings. 

On this floor also wasthe stock room where 
goods manufactured were stored until 
and in the rear part was the packing depart- 
ment. The third and fourth tloors were 
voted to the manufacturing department. 
cellars were used for storing raw material. 
the time the engines arrived the fire had 

GAINED TREMENDOUS HEADWAY, 
and although the building was provided with 
iron doors and the best devices known for pre- 
venting the spread of fire, in than forty 
minutes the whole double building was 
of flames from Waluut street to Brighton 
street, about 150 feet in the rear. 

A breeze from the west carried 
toward Broad streetand many fell on the 
Hotel Stratford, to the great alarm of the 
guests. The place was surrounded by firemen 
who placed ladders against the eaves of the 
adjoining houses, and swarming up with lines 
of hose, soon had several streams of water 
playing upon tlie burning building.. Several 
explosions occurred, causing the firemen 

TO RUN FOR THEIR LIV#S. 

Shortly after 2 0° the roof of No, 1414 
Walnut street, an annex of the Stratford hotel, 
was discovered to. be on fire, creating imme- 
diate alarm, excitement and bustle*through 
out the hotel. The fire apparatus of the hotel 
was immediately put into and the 
guests began packing up their belongings. The 
loss by fire was wholly contined to the upper 
stories of the annex, the lower tloors with cur- 
tains, carpets, furniture and clothing of 
pants, being damaged wholly by water. 

The fire inated in the front part of the 
cellar of Its in isa mystery. The 
theory generally advan: ed is that two com- 
bust ehemicals wy Came in contact 
and started the which read rapidly 
threugh the crowded cellar. 

‘TREMEN UNDER THE INS, 

During the progress of the tire the central 
portion of the double building fell, burying 
several firemen. Showers was taken 
out dead, and Abraham Savery and William 
Buzzard injured, the latter quite seriously.

Its 
origin is lho Loss #100,000; no insur 
ance. No wind was” blowing. The company 
has tried unsuccessfully for forty minutes to 
cope with the fire, dechning the offered service 
of the Bayonne City fire department until 
then.

Governor Sawyer Will not Send Him to the 
Senate for the Short Term. 

WASHINGTON, Febrtary 10.—-Information was 
received in this city today from Governor Saw- 
yer of New Hampshire that he would not ap- 
point Senator Chandler to serve in the senate 
for the interim from the 4th of March to the 
ith of June, at which date the legislature 
will meet to elect a senator for the remainder 
of the term of six years ending March 4, 189%. 
mong the names of those me ‘ntioned as 

likely ta be considered by Governor Sawyer 
in naming Senator Chandler's successor 
for the interim are those of General 
Gilman Marston, Jeremiah Smith, George W. 
Nesmith and Daniel Hall. The reasons for 
Governor Sawyer’s course in this matter are 
said to be founded upon events growing out of 
the famous ailroad tight before the Nev 
Hampshire 'egislature.

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DENOUNCING THE G OVERNMEN? 


For the Cruel Treatment. of Mr. O'Brien 
and Other Irish Prisoners. 

Loxpon, February 10.—Notwithstanding the 
fact that a heavy snow storm prevailed here 
today the demonstration announced to be held 
in Hyde Park to denounce the government's 
coercive measures in Ireland, and to express 
sympathy with Mr. O’Brien, was successfully 
carried out. Thousands of citizens, chiefly 
from workingmen’s and radical .clubs, attend- 
ed the meeting. marching to the park throngh 
the storm with bands and banners. Speeches 
were delivered from twelve platforms. A res- 
olution, which was put simultaneously at all of 
the platforms, and carried with great cheering, 
declared that the citizens of London condemn 

THE BRUTAL POLICY OF COERCION, 
protest against the government’s uncivilized 
treatment of political prisoners and demanded 
the release of Irish patriots whose only crime 
is the exercise of the ordinary righis of free 
speech. 

Socialists eecupied one platform, which was 
decorated with red flags, and at which was 
displayed a banner with the inscription, ‘‘Re- 
member Chicago.”” Speakers at this platform 
utilized the occasion to denounce land owners 
and capitalists. Perfect order was maintained 
thronghout the proceedings, and the host of 
policemen present had nothing to do except to 
regulate trafiic. 


WAITING ON FLOOUET. 
Delegates From Socialistic Societies Call and 
Leave Resolutions. 

Paris, February 10,-—-Deleg from the 
socialist revolutionary societies met at the 
labor exchange today and then proceeded to 
the residences of Premier Floquet, M. Meline, 
president of the chamber of deputies, and M, 
Le Royer, president of the senate, leaving at 
each house a copy of the resolutions adopted 
by the workmen’s congress at Bordeaux. 

The resolutions demand areduction of the 
daily working hours, the fixing of the mini- 
mum rate of “wages to corre spond with the 
minimum expenses of the workmen in each 
locality, the prohibition of manual labor by 
plece work, etc. 

Extensive police precautions had been taken 
in the neighborhood of the Elysee palace and 
the Palais du Bourbon tor fcarof an anarchist 
riot. The services of the police were not re- 
quired, hewever, as no disturbance of any kind 
occurred. ‘The de legates declared their inten- 
tion to wait upon M. Floquet and the presi- 
dents of the parliamentary bodies on lebruary 
24th to receive their replies. 

Similar deputations called upon the prefects 
of Lyons, Bordeaux and Marseilles and pre- 
sented their demands. In reply the prefects 
said that the government was already consid- 
ering many of thete demands, while others 
had no substantial foundation. The work- 
men, they said, must not expect everything to 
be settled by February 24th. Finally they 
begged the delegation exercise their infin- 
ence to avert disorder. 
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Heavy Snow Storms in Europe.

AN WHICH MEXICANS WERE BADLY 
WHIPPED. 


BATTL: IN AN OLD SPANISH MINE 
A Crowd oY Aristecratic Greasers Visit 
Wyoming Territory, Looking for an 
Old Mi:e—The Find It. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., b.ebruary 10.—[Special.] 
A’party of eight Mexicans, traveling overland, 
reached this city six weeks ago and halted 
forty-eight hours to rest thelr stock and refill 
their larder. They were richby dressed, splen- 
didly outfitted and bore every apperrance of be- 
ing aristocrats, or ;,Castillians, as they are 
calledin Mexico. The weaith and reserve of the 
Mexicans excited curiosity, and they were 
plied with questions as to their mission and 
destination. They were extremely reticent, 
and the leader, Don Miguel Martinez, gave 
polite but evasive and non-commital answers 
to the most direct question. The men drank 
wine and gambled heavily, but maintained 
their haughty reserve. When the party left 
for the north they were followed by a party of 
cowboys, but they succeeded in misleading the 
latter by traveling at night through a rough 
aud broken country. They had been gone 
sone time, when it was whispered about that 
they were 

IN SEARCH OF THE OLD SPANISH MINES, 
which are one hundred and twenty-five miles 
north of here,at which, alocal legend says, 
are very rich in gold, and were operated some 
two hundred years ago with rude tools. Some 
gamblers, and more especially ome called 
‘Mexican Monte,” stoutly averred that the 
travelers were hunting for the Spanish mines, 
and that they were guided by a map or chart 
of great antiquity. 

‘Mexican Monte’’ declared that the chart 
had been in possession of the family of Don 
Martinez for several! centuries, and it showed 
every vein in the mines operated by his 
country a hundred years before the revolution. 
The rich and mysterious Mexicans had almost 
been forgotten, when George Keller arrived 
from’the north today to rchase supplies for 
a party of wild-horse hunters. He reports 
that two weeksago he and his companions, 
after following for several days an extraorili- 
narily fine bunch of native equines, very diffi- 
cult of capture, camped in the isolated locality 
designated as the old Spanish mine country.

Exile did not fill it with night- 
mare. Since a red-headed boy amid his father’s 
flocks at night, he had not had such a good 
sleep. At seventy years of age he lay down to 
it. Hehashad many atroubled sleep, as in 
the caverns of Adullam or in the palace at the 
time his enemies were attempting his capture. 
But this was a peaceful sleep, acalm sleep, a 
restful sleep, a giorious sleep. ‘‘After he had

The tobacco-growers of Kentucky, in their 
convention held at Lexington recenthy, made 
these few remarks: 

“Whereas, it is the sense of this meeting that it 
fs to the interest of the producers of tobacco that 
the tax on tobacco be removed; therefore be it re- 
solved that we urve and request cur represen'a 
tives in Washington to use their energies and in- 
uence to this end during the present congress.’ 

‘It will be seen that the tobacco producers 
of Kentucky are at one with all producers 
and consumers, and with all democrats 
throughout the country. They want the 
tobacco tax repealed, and so do a}l demo- 
erats. Even the Mills bill provides for it; 
but, owing to some political complications 
somewlere—some degree of sensitiveness 
that is difficult to place—the democratic 
party in congress proposes to leave the re- 
publicans the privilege of pleasing the peo- 
ple so far as the repeal of the tobacco tax is 


concerned. 

To say that the democrats in congress are 
about to be misled in this matter is to put it 
very mildly indeed. If the surplus in the 
treasury {sa condition and not a theory- 
necessity and not a policy—-comimon sense 
would suggest to the democrats, as they are 
going out of power, an effort to please the 
people in this respect at least. 

There is no doubt whatever that the Mills 
bill is a great and an all-important measure 
and ought to be passed, but as this is im- 
possible, what is to hinder the democrats 
from reducing the surplus—-which Mr. 
Cleveland declares is a condition and not a 
theory—to the extent of the tobacco. Leav- 
ing the surplus altogether out of the ques- 
tion is it democratic to continue to tax a 
product of agriculture when the necessity 
no longer exists? 

We trust our democratic congressmen will 
think of these things.

What Its C osts to Exclude | the Chinese. 

The Chinese exclusion act is. strongly op- 
posed by some of our most thoughtful and 
conservative statesmen, journalists and 
business men. 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
characterizes the act as cruel and shameful. 
It claims that the industries of the Pacific 
coast cannot be properly developed without 
abundant and cheap labor. Shutting out 
the Chinese deprives California of the very 
class of laborers most needed, and must seri- 
ously retard her industrial progress. Un- 
doubtedly, it appears to be contrary to the 
spirit of our free institutions to bar out a 
peaceful and industrious people who desire 
to seek cmployment here. 

In taking this view of the question the 
Journal of Commerce commends M: ¥' 
Huntington for his steadfast opposition to 
the act, and after incidentally mentioning 
the serious loss sustained by the Occidental 
and Oriental Steamship lines in consequence 
of the stoppage of Chinese immigration, 
goes on to say that similar laws against Eu- 
ropean immigrants must inevitably hurt the 
great Atlantic steam lines, and many other 
legitimate business interests. Our con- 
temporary therefore urges a vigorous fight 
for the repeal of the Chinese exclusion 
act, 

Mr. Huntington’s stand against the ex- 
clusion of the Chinese is no new thing. 
Many years ago, long before he held any 
interests in railroads and steamships, he 
interfered to protect the Mongolians from 
their lawless neighbors in California. Ina 
recent letter he says:

This oecarred about half a 
mre from the Canadian river, on the Choctaw

|. A minute after the shots were fired the two 
ferrymen, Miles Hoyt and Charles Afton, whe 
were waiting to carry her across, saw her 
horse tearing down the hill. It was covered 
with foam and blood and, plunging into the 
river, swam to the opposite bank. The animal 
neighed as ifin great fear, and after reaching 
the other bank, resumed its breakneck spect d. 
The two ferrvmen at once got a horse and rode 
cautiously up the road to see what had hap- 
pened. They foundsthe dead body of Belle 
Starr lying prostr: ite in the road, covered with 
blood and dust, a dozen ghastly wounds in her 
| head and neck. 

Hoyt and Afton did not wish to remove 
| body, but went across the river to notify 
dead woman's family.

Misa Sears Charged with Cruelty by an 
Anonymous Writing. 
Nasuvinye, Tenn., February 8.—[Special.} 
A full investigation of the Peabody Normal 
college troubles shows that the affair was an 
exciting one. Wednesday morning the stu- 
dents found on the walls of the main entrance 
the following inscription run the entire length 
of the hall in black letters, betrat ing the pres- 
ence of turpentine and luampblatk, and read:

WHAT IT MEANS, 

This peculiar and bratal memorial found 
its origin in the sad death last Monday morn- 
ing of astudent from Kennedy, Ala., named 
C.M. Geer. The students claim that Geer 
told Miss Sears that he was unable to stand 
the intermediate examinations on account of 
his physical condition, but she informed him 
that she would take liis scholarship away if he 
did not. He attempted to stand the examina- 
tions, but became ill. While he was sick he 
talked nearly al] the time of Miss Sears as the 
cause of his illness, statements that seemed 
both rational and ironical. He talked of this 
so much when first sick that Dr. Payne, Dr. 
Brundage and Professor Lampson and Mrs. 
Payne all assured him that he would 
be all right in bis studies, and need have no 
cause for alarm. Geer died after a few days’ 
illness, and a number of his friends took ad- 
vantage of the circumstance to spread wild re- 
ports throughout the college. 

MISS SEARS TALKS. 

Miss Sears denies that Lampson’s illness was 
ever mentioned to her, or that she used any 
such language to him. She says: 

“Tf Mr. Geer was over-taxing himself, and 
was too ill toundertake the examination, I was 
not aware of the fact, and had not, so far as I 
know been informed by him or any one else.”’ 

Dr, Stephens, an intimate friend of Geer, 
and his attending physician, says: ‘Geer died 
from malaria resulting in congestion of the 
liver and stomach, and his brain was affected, 
through sympathy with these organs. Geer 
told me he had been ill since Christ- 
mas, and could not remember his lessons, 
because hismind would wander. Irregular 
habits and loss of sleep, often sitting up 
till 1 and 2 o’clock in the morning. had condi- 
tioned him for a fatal attack of such a disease. 
[ aid not hear him, when sick, speak of Miss 
Sears as the cause. He appéared to be very 
anxious about his examination and said he was 
afraid he had not come upin them as he ex- 
pected, but when assured by several of the pro- 
fessors that he need have no fears or anxiety 
op that matter, he seemed to be perfectly con- 
tent. Once, when he was rational, he said: 
‘Tell my father that I have killed myself at 
hard study and trying to make aman of my- 
self.’ I have understood that his father op- 
posed his taking the higher course of educa- 
tion, and to accomplish this young Geer studied 
while athome and taught school besides, in 
order to bear the expense which his father was 
unable to meet. In short, lam _ satisiied that 
nothing mentioned or charged in that writing 
on the chapel walls had anything to do with 
his unfortunate death.’’ : 

The normal college authorities are making 
every effort to discover the parties who de- 
faced the walls, and if discovered, they will be 
expelled. :

THE ASSOCIATION ORGANIZED, 

The association was organized, as h 1as been 
atated, in 1874, and was chartered in Iisi7. = It 
Was organized by some of the best known 
ladies in Atlanta, the prime object being the 
relief of needy women and children. The 
Jadies ran it with considerable success at first.

Liter on Captain John Milledge was made 
president and Mr. David Mayer treasprer, and 
these yentlemen held their office for a number 
of years. 

The methods of raising the money to support 
the institution were these: Each of the ladies 
intereated volunteered to collect twenty-five 
cent subscriptionseach month from the people 
in certain territory assigned to them. Then 
there was something like $950, the remainder 
of funds raised for the benefit of the yellow 
fever sufferers in Florida, which sum was 
not needed for the purpose for which it was 
raised, andit was given to the home. When 
Mr. Mayer assumed the duties of treasurer, 
he found thissum on hand. By careful man- 
agement and a shrewd purchase of bonds by 
Mr. Mayer, this sum grew to 31,300. 

FIRST PAYMENT ON THE HOME. 

A year or two after Captain Milledge and 
Mr. Mayer became identified as officers, plans 
were perfected for the purchase of this 
Waverly Place property—which the associa- 

tion had been renting at #60 a month, and 
this $1,300 was the tirst payment of purchase 
amoney. 

To raise the rest of the money needed, fairs 
of all kinds were held, subscriptions were re- 
eeived from churches and from citizens, and 
money was raised in all the ways usually em- 
ployed for benevolent objects. In this way 
there was raised about $2,500. 

When $3,800 had been raised, the city naid 
the S700, needed to complete the purchase. 

So the home was paid for in this way; from 
subscriptions raised by the officers and ladies 
interested, ¥2,500; from th 1@ yellow fever 
fund $1,500; from the city S700. 

[In the reply made by the trustees to the pe 
tition of the ladies, special mention is given 
Mrs. James Jackson, Mrs. W. H. Peck, Mr. 

T. Dodd and Mr, Sam Inman for their 
grand work in raising this money. 
INTEREST ON THE WANE, 

After the money had been raised, the home 
had been bought and started well on its work 
for good, the band of earnest workers upon 
whom fell the burden of conducting the affairs 
of the association, grew simaller and smaller. 

A study of the minute book of the associa- 
tion is, in this connection, very interesting. 
It shows that at the January meeting in 1881 
the members thought the crisis had been 
reached. Atthat meeting a resolution was 
passed calling a special meeting at an earty 
day, and inviting the different clerymen of the 
city to be present, for the purpose of deciding 
upon the best method of conducting the home 
for the year 1551. 

PREPARING FOR THE TRANSFER, 

.. The full proceedings of this meeting appear 
In the minutes of February ist, that special 
meeting having been held the last week in 
January. At that time the president was 
Captain Milledge; the treasurer, David 
Mayer, and the board of managers, Mrs. 
H. H. ‘Tucker, Mrs. Benjamin Conley, 
Mrs. (. CC. Rhodes, Mrs. _ Ejichberg, 
Miss Mary Dunwoody, Mrs. F. L. Bellamy, 
Mrs. I. Anderson, Mrs. John Milledge, 
Mrs. A. O. Adair. Mrs. Bellamy was secre- 
tary. At that special meeting there were 
yrresent Mrs. Tucker, Mrs. Conley, Mrs: 
thodes, Mrs. Adair, Mrs. Bellamy, Miss Dun- 
woody, Mr. Mayer and Captain Milledge. 
Resolutions were adopted setting forth that in 
the opinion of those present, who had had the 
contro! and management of the home for more 
than a year, the ‘“‘time had come when the 
highest ends of true philanthropy, the greatest 
good to the greatest number, could be best at- 
tained by surrendering the entire control of 
the affairs of the institution to a board of di- 
rectors,’’ tMis board to consist of eight gentle- 
men, who were named in the re solution. 

The gentlemen named as the directors were 
Dr. H. “H. Tucker, Mr. Samuel Inman, Mr. G. 
T. Dodd, Mr. Henry Cranston, Mr. John <A. 
Fitten, Mr. David Mayer, Mr. John H. Flynn 
and Captain John Milledge. A resolution 
was unanimously passed, reading: “That the 
managementof the Atlanta benevolent home 
had now turned over and delivered into the 
hands of these gentlemen, as a board of 
trustees, the supreme and entire control and 
management of the ailairs of the Atlanta 
benevolent home.’ 

At is further provided in these same resol u- 
tions that the institution shall forever remain 
free from all sectarian or denominational do- 
minion or prejudice, and that the board shall 
consist, if possible, of one Baptist, one Presby- 
terian, one Episcopalian, one 
Christian or Campbellite, one Hebrew and 
one Roman Catholic.

Captain Milledge’s View. 

Captain Milledge was asked what, in 
opinion, should be done with the property. 

“Well, after careful consideration of the 
matter, looking to what would be the greatest 
good to the greatest number, my opinion is that 
the property ought to be sold and the net pro- 
ceeds contributed to a general city hospital, 
non-sectarian. There ought, of course, to be in 
that hospital a prominent ward for the care of 
destitute and sick women and children, and 
the ladies who have been so active in the past 
in their work for this benevolent home should 
be specially invited by the authorities of such 
an hospital to continue their interest in looking 
after the destitute women and children who 
might from time to time have a shelter in that 
home and be cared for there. It seems to me 
that this is the best direction to give 
the fund. ‘There is now no one organization 
of ladies that I know of comprising among its 
members all of the ladies who worked in the 
home to whem this fund could be properly 
given. Some of them are in the “Voman’s 
Christian association, some in the W.C. T. U., 
some in the King’s Danghters, some in the 
Women’s Industrial Home,some are interested 
in the [vy Street hospital, some in St. Joseph’s 
Infirmary, some in the Hebrew Orphan asy- 
lum, and if a division were to be made of the 
fund among these various institutions—which 
ought to be done if they getit at all—would 
make avery small and insignificant addition to 
any of their resources; whereas, if all the net 
proceeds could go to a non-sectarian city hospi- 
tal, it could be made the nucleus or founda- 
tion of a great institution. re
